Planning Staff Discussion: 


This petition has been filed to allow the property to be 
used as an Auto Body Paint Shop. The existing R-2 designation 
would not permit this type of commercial use, as it is primarily 
a residential: classification. 

The property immediately north is used commercialiy, and. is 
separated from the residential properties to the east by an 
alley. This parcel under consideration would present a logical 
extension of this type of commercial use. With the river to the 
west, and commercial uses to the north. 

The Commission and the petitioner should be made aware that 
this parcel is located in the Floodplain, and any new construc- 
tion or remodeling will require compliance with Floodplain 
District requirements. 

We are concerned with the possible impact on the residential 
properties to the east. In consideration we have weighed the 
existing commercial use to the north that is Separated by an 
alley, and the future impact of developing this area may oreate. 
For that reason we would suggest the establishment of a 6 foot 
high landscape buffer area along the east property line.
